The Scott SLR-M receiver is identical to the wartime Navy SLR-F =20 
receiver. After WW2 ended, Scott issued the receivers still in stock =20 
with a new "civilian" label with the aim to sell to the civilian =20 
maritime market. 

The SLR-F receivers were also contracted by the Maritime Commission to =20 
be used on the Liberty and Victory ships equipped with the =20 
Federal/Mackay radio consoles, interchangeable with the RCA =20 
Radiomarine AR-8506B receivers which covered the same frequencies and =20 
were very Similar in circuitry and performance. 


Considering the AC/DC circuit and the relative simplicity of the =20 
circuit itself, they're very capable receivers. I had an SLR-M which I =20 
sold as it didn't fit in the theme of my collection, and it has a =20 

great audio, it's stable enough after a warmup period to tune in SSB =20 
signals. On CW it lacks selectivity. 

I use quite often the AR-8506B receiver on the 80 M ham band on CW (as =20 
I mentioned it's similar in performance) as it is the receiver which =20 

is installed in my Federal FT-102 radio console with the Mackay Marine =20 
transmitter. 

When the band is crowded, I use an external audio filter and it works great! 


As someone said before, it's highly recommended to use an isolation =20 
transformer to power up the receiver - it's just safer and prevents a =20 
shock from touching the receiver if you have leaky capacitors and/or =20 
something shorts out. 


You can definitely use it on the ham bands as part of a vintage =20 
station... It also sounds great on AM! 


Price should range between $50 for a "rough" one but candidate for =20 
restoration to maybe $175 for a nice looking and functional unit. If I =20 
recall, I paid $100 for mine - it needed one of the output tubes (was =20 
cracked) but worked well after replacing it.

Use a connector that **cannot** be plugged into a standard 
outlet. One side of the line input is connected to the chassis. Ina 
marine installation the power input would most likely be hardwired so no 
chance of a hot radio. The radio is not going on liberty, it is bolted 
down. Anyone who thinks a polarized plug will provide absolute safety is 


consuming too many 807's.
